HO ever heard of going fish-

Dog Days Are 
Time to Use 
Salad Dishes

OG DAYS are salad days, 

‘whether tine salad is served 
as cooling first courses. as a 
whole-inea!-ii:-itself, or a dessert.

Drain and 
add two cups finely chopped 
celery, one tablespoon lemon 
juice and enough mayonnaise to 
moisten. Serve in nests of crisp 
lettuce leaves, sprinkle with pap- 
rika and garnish with wedges of

Jellied Tomato Loaf

and strain, reserving the juice. 
Press the pulp through a seive 
and put aside until you are ready 
to use.
